It is becoming more and more evident that the minions 


of special privilege are determined to resort to every artifice | 


their political manipulators can conceive of to prevent the 
masses of the American people from coming into their own. 
Their favorite method, in the past, has been to secure the 
election of lawmakers and executive officials, who do their 
bidding. This has been accomplished in various ways. Buy- 
ing the support of newspapers and other publicity agencies 
to promote the candidacies of their men has been a common 
method of fooling the people and misleading them. But 
when all this fails in the election of men to legislative and 
executive offices, who consider the interests of humanity 
and the common people first, then the invariable last resort 
of special privilege is the United States supreme court.

with a lot of lawyers muddling everything up, so that little | 


or nothing is accomplished? 


A few years ago a child labor law was passed. Before 
that an income law was passed and more recently the Na- 


tional Recovery Act was passed. All the legal talent that | 


has so steadfastly disgraced the American people in congréss 


during recent generations failed to produce laws on these | 


matters that could pass muster when they reached the 


courts. It took a whole generation to get a constitutional | 


income tax law, while the other two laws are still barred 
by court decision. 

Yet just where would this nation be today had not the 
Recovery Act been put into effect when it was and had 
not the U. S. supreme court postponed killing it till it had 


tided this nation over a most critical situation, which com- | 


pletely baffled statesmen, captains of industry and financial 
magnates, all of whom had completely failed to cope with 
that situation? They are still wallowing in the mire and 
apparently don’t know which way to turn. The only tune 
they seem to know is to warble about sitting tight on keep- 
ing things as they are and not permitting any of the greatly 
needed changes to be made. This is the attitude that event- 
ually breeds revolutions, and when it does this it defeats 
itself. 


Yet nearly every important law that ever was passed | 
by congress must some time pass the hurdle usually desig-| 


nated as having its constitutionality passed upon. Such a 
system of administering law is a tremendous hindrance to 
real and normal progress. We have reached a point in our 


national development, when the initiative and referendum | 
should become a part of our national constitution and when- | 
ever the majority of the people of the United States ap-| 


proved a law, then no court, not even the supreme court 
of the United States, should be authorized to declare it un- 


constitutional. What a mere handful of colonial pioneers | 
thought about things 150 years ago, under entirely different | 


conditions than prevail today, and then wrote into the con- 
stitution we still use, should not be permitted to prevent the 
majority of 140,000,000 American citizens of today from 
thinking different and by a majority vote deciding to do 
different. This is probably what our colonial forbears would 
want to do if they were living today. 


Every member in congress is now being elected by the 
sovereign American people, as is the president of the United 
States. Yet the supreme court of late years has been repeat- 
edly vetoing legislation passed by this law-making power 
of the nation and signed by its president. 

When the president of the United States vetoes a law 
congress may repass that law over the president's veto by 
a two-thirds vote of both houses, but when the supreme 
court vetoes any law, passed by congress, a hundred per cent 
vote of both houses of congress, plus the re-signature of the 
president, would not repass the law over the court's veto, 


which consists of a mere declaration by the court that the 
law is unconstitutional. 


The only out, as matters now stand, is to amend the 
constitution to meet the real or imaginary technical legal 
objections raised by the high court, and that is an ordeal 
so difficult of performance that it usually takes from one 
to many generations to bring it about. 

No time should be lost in laying the necessary founda- 


tion in our constitution for the people to be the final 
arbiters of their own destiny.

Federal Judge Nevis of the United 
States district court of southern 
Ohio does not look favorably on at- 
tempting to operate railroads in re- 
ceivership with strikebreakers. He 
made this clear in his decision in a 


labor dispute between the employes | 
of three devisions of the Cincinnati | 
and Lake Erie railroad company, 
centering in Hamilton, Springfield | 
and Lima, Ohio, with the receivers 
who operate the road. 

Through their union officers 
employes asked the receivers for a 
wage increase. The 
they could not grant the increase. 
Thereupon the employes took a strike 
vote.
